An ail-out campaign for safety' 


v.as credited today with saving 
almost 70 lives on the nation's 
highways during New Year's week- 
end. 


The traffic death toll ?et a new 


record for a three-day New Year's 
holiday—but fell far below the grim 
predictions. 


The United Pres* tally from 6 


p. m. Friday until midnight Mon- • 
day showed that 356 persons died ' 
in traffic accidents. There were 
72 deaths in fires, 12 in p'ane 
crashes. 71 in miscellaneous acci- 
dents for an overall holiday death 
toll of 511. 


~lt wasn't as good as v.e would 


have liked and if wasn't as bad as 
we had feared/* said Ned H. Dear- 
born, president of the National 
.Safety Council. 


i "But the fact that the toll ran 
: well below our pre-holiday esti- 
mate is. we fceL 
a convincing 


demonstration that when the peo- 
ple want traffic safety and the law 
enforcement agencies give it to 
^herrh the toll will come down/' 
Dearborn said. 


Dearborn cited Chicago and Cook 


County. 111., where there was only 
one weekend traffic death, as a 
"spectacular instance of this/' 


The traffic df*ata count topped 


the record of 320 fatalities set dur- 
ing the three-day, 1953 New Year's 
holiday. 


But it wasn't close to the 420 


predicted by the National Safety 
Council, which would have set an 
all-time record of 621 set during 
"Black Christmas" week end just 
one tteek ago. 


The Safety 
Council estimated 


that the final New Year's death 
tally -Aould stop at about 350. That 
meant a saving of 70 lives which 
the council had previously written 
off. 


California 
topped 
this year's 


death count with 3S. followed by 
Texas with 24 and New York stale 
with 23. 


But a 
comparison with 
the 


."Black Christinas" tallies told the 
story of the low New Year's count. 
California had cut its toll from 44. 
Texas from 54. and New York 
from 2S. In addition. Illinois droo- 
ped from 46 to 16, Michigan from 
44 to 22. and Ohio from 39 to 16.
